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EXHIBITIONS AND NOTICES.

Tlie Secretary read the following report on the additions to 
the Society’s Menagerie during the month of May 1914 : — 

The nnml)er of registered additions to the Society’s Menagerie 
during the month of May was 230. Of these 116 were 
ac<|uired by presentation, 36 by purchase, 43 were received on 
deposit, 10 in exchange, and 25 were born in the Gardens. 

Tlie number of departures during the same period, by death 
and removals, was 220. 

Amongst the additions special attention may be directed to : — 

2 Bladder-nosed Seals {Cystophora cristaia) S ? ? from Green- 
land, purchased on May 18th. 

1 Reindeer {lUincflfer tavandus) (5 , born in the Menagerie on 
May 9th. 

6 Long-tailed Bats (Bhhiopoma mdcrophylkmi)^ from India, 
new to the Collection, received in exchange on May 12th. 

4 R,ed-headed Bullfinches [Pyrrhula eryilirocephalci)^ from the 
Himalayas, new to the Collection, and 2 Cotton-Teal {Netiopus 
carom an dellanus), from India, presented liy Alfred Ezra, F.Z.S., 
on May 15th. 

2 Cuvier’s Toucans {Bamphasios cnvieri)^ from the Upper 
Amazons, purchased on May 12th. 

1 Maximilian’s Parrot {Pionus maxwiilianl), from Brazil, and 
2 Petz’s Connres {Co 7 iurns ca^iic^daris), from INLexico, pi’esented 
by the Marquess of Tavistock, F.Z.S., on IMay 28th. 

2 Open-lalls {Avasiomns oscitans), from India, purchased on 
May 20th. 


Mr, J. Tuorxtox Carter, F.Z.S., exhibited microphotographs 
showing pliases of mitosis in the cells of the enamel organ in 
Dasyuiazs virerrlirns and 7Vichosumis vidpecida. The demonstra- 
tion of mitosis in the enamel cells has not been recorded 
]>reviously — in fact, little has been ])ublislied dealing with the 
cytological changes which produce the diltei’entiation of the 
various cells composing an enamel organ. 

In a paper to be submitted to the Society during the next 
session, Mr. Carter deals at length with the cytology of the cells 
of the enamel organ in iUammals, Reptiles, Fishes, etc., in all of 
which alnindant evidence of mitosis has been found. 


ox A GAZELLE FKOM SEXXAR. 
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]\[r. R. I. PocoOK, F.R.S., F.L.S., F.Z.S., Curator of INfammals, 
exhibited on behalf of IMajoi* C. P. Bradshaw an interesting 
example of Sominering’s Gazelle {G, soevi'))ierhigi), shot on the 
Dincler River in Sennar, and mounted by ^lessrs. Edward 
Gerrard tfe Sons. The antelope was remarkable for the whiteness 
of its pelage, which showed scarcely a trace of the gazelline tint 
characteristic of the typical form. That the specimen was not 
.an albino was shown by the persistence of the typical black 
markings on the face, the black horns and hoofs, and the black 
tuft on the tail.

]\Ir. Edward T. Browne having kindly called my attention to 
the circumstance tliat a medusoid genus was named Vcdlentbdta 
)>y him in 1902, and further that a genus of Copepoda was so 
named by ]ST>rman and Scott in 1900 (Crustacea of Devon and 
Cornwall, p. 172), I now propose the new name Euvcdleniinia for 
the genus of Isopoda which I myself have recently called Vallen- 
thiia (P. Z. S. 1914, p. 351), leaving it to the joint authors to 
propose an alternative name for their genus of Copepoda, nnle.ss 
it should prove that the Avant has been already supplied, either 
intentionally or incidentally, b}^ some other authority.
